CORPORATIONS 


Recent 
General • Assembly 
Modernizes Statutes 
On Business. 


C harters of incorporation signed 
by the governor became a th in g of 
th e p ast in Pennsylvania on July 
3, when the new corporation 
act 
went 
into 
effect. 
Public 
service 
com panies are the only exception. 
H ereafter when articles for th e 
form ation of a business corporation 
are filed in the office of the secre­ 
tary of the commonwealth, an d are 
found to conform to the req u ire­ 
m ent of the law, a certificate will 
be issued without action 
by 
th e 
governor. 
Prior to the adoption of th e pres­ 
en t constitution in 1874, corporate 
charters were granted only by act 
of the legislature, which acts were 
subject to approval or veto by the 
governor. 
Under th at system 
a 
large p a rt of the time of each ses­ 
s io n of the general assem bly was 
taken up with bills providing for all 
m anner of corporations. 
D uring the fifty-nine years the 
general corporation act of 1874, now 
repealed, remained in force m any 
am endatory and supplem ental acts 
were passed, but for years it re ­ 
m ained behind the laws of o th er 
com m ercial and Industrial states. 
T he new corporation laws were 
prepared by the departm ent of Jus­ 
tice but are administered by th e d e­ 
partm ent of state. 
There arc two 
codes, one governing business cor­ 
porations. or what the 
old 
law 
designated corporations of th e sec­ 
ond class; the other to non-profit 
corpo ations, former corporations of 
the first class.
